UTM student counselors 
met Friday with represen 
tatives from other schools in 
the UT System and IT 
Systems President Edward J 
Boling in Knoxville at their 
first meeting of the year 
Student counselors for UTM 
this year are Ricky Young. 
SGA secretary of minority 
affairs. Debra Ann Morton. 
SGA secretary of affairs, and 
Russ Stoddard. SGA 
president Faculty counselors 
from UT campuses were also 
present at the first meeting 
Stoddard explained the 
purpose of the faculty and 
student counselors 
"Basically its sort of 
skipping through the ad 
ministrative hierarchy and 
giving the students and 
faculty members a direct line 
with the President of the 
University in regards to 
problems and needs for 
student and fac ulty in the UT 
system.'' Stoddard 


elaborated 

He said that the meeting on 
Friday covered a lot of issues 

"As far as any positive thing 
with regards to students, the 
only thing that was talked 
about in any detail was the 
alcohol on campus policy." 
Stoddard said 

"There seems to be a lot of 
discrepancy between the 
campuses in regard to student 
opinion on how we should 
approach the problem with the 
Board of Trustees, and we 
tried not to air that problem 
during that meeting but it 
became rather obvious 
towards the end that the 
students were divided on the 
issue." Stoddard explained 
"The student leaders are in 
agreement in regards to 
wanting it on campus but 
they're not in agreement on 
the way we should approach 
the problem It can make for 
some serious consequences in 
front of the board in two weeks 
if we don't settle that 

He* said that Knoxville 


wanted the aicohol question to 
l>e brought before the Board in 
October and they wanted the 
option to have it only on the 
UTK Campus and other 
campuses would have to work 
out their own solutions to the 
problem 

“They want the Board to 
vote on the ic «ue one way or 
another n October and the 
Board v ould be glad to oblige 
the stedents in voting on the 
issue but it would definitely be 
voteo down if it's voted on in 
October," Stoddard com 
mented 

He said he thought the joint 
meeting of the Board of 
Regents and UT Board of 
Trustees student committees 
which are studying the 
problem would be the* best 
approach The Board of 
Regents recommended such a 
meeting last week and setting 
up such a meeting is being 
worked on 

"If we decide to force the 
hand of the Boaiu of Trustees 
and make them vote it down, 
then that makes the 
Regents in a better position to 
vote down the issue too." 
Stoddard ..aid “The Regents 
have traditionally followed the 
line that's set by the Board of 
Trustees If we have the joint 
meeting though it gives the 
problem a chance to be aired 
on both sides 

Stoddard believes that if the 
Board voted on alcohol now it 
would kill the possibility of 
a future joint meeting 

Other things discussed by 
the student counselors were 
the court case between 
Tennessee State University 
and UT Nashville and 
problems caused by- the 
Bucklev Amendment and Title 
IX 

“Martin is proceeding 
rapidly with Title IX. a lot 
more so than perhaps some of 
the other campuses." Stod 
dard added 

He said it was also reported 
that enrollment was down for 
the I T System and that it is 
projected that long term 
enrollment will continue to 
drop after this year with 
there being a freak year in the 
80’s when it will he ex 
ceptionally large and will then 
taper off again 

Stoddard said that the 
possibility of funding to 
complete the new UTM P.E 
Complex including seats was 
also discussed 

"They seemed relatively 
confident the money would be 
appropriated." Stoddard 
stated It's number two on 
the building priority list that’s 
been submitted to the state 
legislature 

He* explained that the state 
legislature* usually funds the 
tirst four projects on the* 
priority list

Rayburn and Reiselt agreed 
that the Complex policy is 
presently on an experimental 
basis and that it is still subject 
to change but these changes 
can only result from feedback 
from the users of the Complex 

"We’ve had no problems so 
tar," Rayburn stated "The 
test will come Winter Quarter 
when intramurals start Most 
of the intramurals. however, 
will use the F'ieldhouse 

Reiselt explained other 
parts of the policy He said the¬ 
ll) at the door is for the pur 
pose of further security as 
well as making sure only the 
"right" people are using the 
facility Here. he was 
speaking of UTM students 
faculty and staff members He 
said it was also to prevent 
vandalism which has already 
hit the Complex There is 
presently a hole in the wall 
below the stairway in the 
Complex caused by some type 
of physical blow 

"Right now we are* having 
no problem with the reset 
vation system for the* handball 
courts. " Rayburn added 
"People are* cooperating real 
well 

"There* is no University t»» 
my knowledge that has ,i 
facility of this size* and doesn't 
use a reservation system 
Reiselt said The reservation 
system simply makes use of 
the Complex much more 
convenient to those wishing to 
use it 

Reiselt concluded stating 
that the* committee would 
meet once per quarter He* 
also listed the members ot the* 
committee Charles Rayburn 
Andy Alexander. Bet t ye Giles 
Vincent Vaughn. F’rnest 
Gibson. Dr Robert Paynter 
Dr Donald Sexton. Far! 
Wright. John Bucy Dr Carl 
Leale. Dr Gary Brown Ted 
Council, and himself He* said 
there are also six student 
members, three men and

Both groups have been "kicking' the alcohol 

Question around for several months, each 
wailing for the other to make some decision 
Perhaps the waiting game is over and the two 
committees involved can have a meaningful 
dialogue on this question with some definite 
recommendations resulting 

One possible recommendation has great 
merit A revision of the present alcohol policy 
that would allow each individual campus to 
decide w hether or not to permit alcohol on thal 


campus sterns to be the most reasonable 
resolution However if the Regents and 
Trustees implement this policy, they should 
make absolutely certain that the decision to 
allow or outlaw alcohol is not made solely by 
the Administrations of the various campuses 
This is an issue which would affect the students 
more than any other group and student opinion 
should be a major factor in any decision 

Unfortunately, even if the Trustees and 
Regents should authorize a more liberal 
alcohol policy, there is still the possibility of 
their decision being overruled by the Tennessee 
State Legislature The publicity resulting from 
a liberalized alcohol policy could generate a 
great deal of adverse opinion in this state, en 
oouraging the Legislature to get on their ‘white 
horses and save Tennessee’s colleges and 
universities from the evils of demon rum 

The Regents and Trustees are apparently 
making an attempt to solve the alcohol 
problem Hopefully, their solution will be one 
which will satisfy the majority, because 
whatever their decision may be it will not 
please everyone 


Parking areas should be 
for all, not segregated

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Parking has been a perpetual problem for 
many UTM students, both commuters and on 
campus residents 

The recent opening of the Browning Hall lot 
to Atrium and Clement residents is en 
couraging at first glance. It would seem to 
indicate a change of heart on the part of ad 
mmistrators However, things are not always 
what they seem 

Safety and Security admits that Atrium and 
Clement residents have had a parking problem 
for years Yet, they avoid the obvious solution 
of allotting more space in the Humanities lot 
and instead offer the Atrium and Clement 
residents the dubious privilege of parking in the 
Browning lot, but only allowing entry after 3 
p m On the surface this sounds reasonable, but 
where do these people park if they have to leave 
and return before 3 p.m? Re-entering the 
Browning lot is impossible because Safety and 
Security has not found Atrium and Clement 
residents to be worthy of a card with which to 
open the magic gates guarding the Browning 
lot Of course, there is always the commuter lot 
located next to the football stadium, a mere 
ten minute leisurely walk” from any building 
on campus But then, Atrium and Clement 
residents aren’t commuters, so they shouldn't 
be parking in a commuter lot 

The administration should face up to the fact 
that the money spent on building the Browning 


Hall lot and installing the mechanical guar 
dians was an unnecessary extravagance that 
only makes more obvious the discriminatory 
parking regulations now in force at UTM 
The very existence of segregated parking 
areas is an insult to the supposedly democratic 
principles of higher education in this country If 
it is truly necessary for the faculty and staff to 
have designated parking, why not go all the 
way and give everybody a number and an 
assigned space 0 Of course, the more important 
folks could have their name and title painted on 
the curb to further enhance their egos 
The most egalitarian system would be one 
which permitted anyone to park anywhere on 
campus first come- first served However, the 
administration would obviously not agree with 
so simple a solution Alternatively, a system 
which restricted parking in certain areas to 
faculty and staff only until 10 a m . and 
thereafter permitted open parking in all spaces 
would seem to be a solution that would satisfy 
almost everyone After all. there should not be 
any staff or faculty members who aren’t at 
work by 10 am. and if there are they should 
have to fight for a space like everyone else 
The time has come for an end to 
discrimination against students in parking 
regulations UTM is an institution of education 
not an Army post there should be no second 
class citizens here

New 'Doctors' congratulated 


The recent revelation that 48 per cent of UTM 
faculty members have earned doctorates will 
do much to enhance the academic reputation of 

this university. 

The 48 per cent figure represents an increase* 
of 12 per cent over the past five years, and if 
this increase is continued over the next five 
years it will result in 60 per cent of faculty 
members holding doctoral degrees. To say the 
least this is a tremendous accomplishment on 
the part of the outstanding UTM faculty 
Much of the credit for this accomplishment 
should go to the Board of Trustees for their 


wisdom in initiating a program whereby 
faculty members are encouraged to pursue a 
doctorate This program began two years ago 
and pays faculty members while on leave of 
absence for the purpose of earning a doctorate, 
with the stipulation that they will return to 
UTM to teach two months for every month of 
leave taken

Disgusting as Ihe problem is, 
the most perplexing area of it 
is our unflinching willingness 
to tolerate it in our society 

This is not to suggest that we 
become a band of tattle tales, 
and it certainly doesn't 
recommend an inflexible and 
self-defeating system like that 
of West Point. But there 
should be more concern on the 
part of all. Cheating is such a 
travesty! It robs the in¬ 
dividual of his self esteem, 
and it robs him of his 
education; it robs his fellow 
classmates in matters of 1 
competition for honors, 
positions, and graduate school 
seats The most debilitating 
result is its long range effect 
on society itself. It is not 
healthy for cheats to rise to 
positions of leadership and 
authority through their deceit. 

As students we can express 
our concern or outrage 
through the several means of 
public media. We can 
discourage cheating by 
talking it down among our 
peers, and we can express our 


desires tor control to our 
teachers. The teachers have a 
responsibility greater than 
anyone else in the control of 
cheating. 

Teachers are not consistent 
in their efforts to control 
cheating Some teachers are 
very explicit in their in¬ 
structions on "academic 
conduct" in testing. It is in¬ 
conceivable that any student 
would ever attempt to cheat in 
some of our teachers’ 
classrooms, because those 
teachers are sincere in 
preparation and ad¬ 

ministration of their 
examinations. Those are 
usually the same teachers that 
are sincere in preparation and 
administration of their daily 
classes. On the other hand is 
the group of teachers that take 
no precautions against the 
cheat, thus they cheat the vast 
majority of the class them¬ 
selves 

There is much concern 
about cheating, and rightly so.

Galapagos Islands draw 
UTM professors attention

The Galapagos Islands, 
legendary land of Charles 
Darwin, were visited this past 
summer by a UTM professor, 
a professional biologist, Dr. 
William Nelson. 

Nelson’s trip was handled 
by a California agency which 
bases its sponsored trips to 
“out of the ordinary places," 
according to Nelson. He said 
he tries to take trips every 
summer and this is the one he 
chose for this past one. He 


said it was the second time he 
had been to the Islands. 

Nelson’s trip to the 
Galapagos Isles lasted three 
weeks where he, along with 
others in the group, studied 
approximately fourteen 
islands of the group, so 
arranged and planned by the 
Ecuador government. 
Ecuador owns these islands 
and has made them into a 
national park, similar to those 
in the United States, just as 
available to tourists although 
numbers of tourists and their 
frequency are limited.

dergrass stated. 

Ted Council, UTM director 
of Safety and Security, said 
the subjects are presently out 
on bond. He explained that 
they were arrested at a trailor 
north of Martin. 


"This was a professional 
trip for me,” Nelson said.

This trip to 
the islands was un¬ 
derstandably fascinating with 
the "unique” species of 
animals on the islands. 

"Many species of life on the 
Galapagos Islandsareuniqueto 
these islands,” he elaborated. 
“Virtually everything is new 
to me and others who go 
there.” 

He mentioned various 
highlights of interest to the 
islands which were the huge 
tortoises, as well as the 
well discussed Charles 
Darwin Finches. He also 
mentioned the land iguanas. 

Nelson said that each of 
these species of animals is still 
characteristic of the islands, 
however, some of them are 
now becoming extinct to the 
islands, their first and only 
home. He mentioned the 
tortoises as being one of the 
species af animals.in danger,

are in danger of extinction 
also, only in a much worse 
sense. 

“With my interest in biology 
. and other related fields a trip 
such as this sort is just 
fascinating to me,” he 
j stressed. “Every time I go I 
see something new.” 

I Asked if he found himself 
ever comparing his findings to 
those of the famous Charles 
Darwin, he answered that his 
findings have been virtually 
I the same although using the 
Finches as an example, he 
explained that he had found 
many more different species 
than Darwin, himself, found. 

"Anything and everything 
we see on these islands is new 
to us because every species is 
unique to these islands,” he 
continued. “At least, they are 
unique to that part of the 
world. Most of the flora and 
fauna are even unique to this 
area. Practically, everything 
you see there is new to you.” 
| The exact location of the 
Galapagos Islands is 600 miles 
’ west of the South American 

j country, Ecuador. They rest 

1 precisely on the equator.

A retirement dinner 
honoring Dr. Norman Camp¬ 
bell will be held tomorrow 
night in the University Center 
Ballroom at 7, according to 
Dr. Phillip Watkins, vice- 
chancellor for undergraduate 
life 

Watkins, chairman of the 
committee in charge of the 
special banquet, stated that 
'acuity and staff of UTM are 
being invited to the dinner 
along with UT system officers, 
THEC representatives, for¬ 
mer officers of the Tennessee 
Academy of Sciences, 
Campbell’s family, and the 
Martin townspeople. 

This is the final stage in a 
series of events which have 
led to Campbell’s retirement, 
following 33 years of service to 
UTM, including a brief period 
as chancellor of the Univer¬ 
sity.

emeritus status August 22, the 
commencement address 
August 22, and presentation of 
the Senate resolution, the 
dedication of the hall and 


pres e ntation of the Board 
Resolution September 3 at the 
faculty meeting, and ending 
with the dinner and gifts in 
October.” 

This memorandum was 
released July 8, 1876 prior to 
many of the events its listed.

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Commuter parking 
planned for new lot

Plans are nearly finished, 
and construction should soon 
begin on a new commuter 
parking lot, according to Ed 
Neil White, administrative 
assistant to the vice chan¬ 
cellor for development 
The kidney shaped lot will 
be located directly east of the 
library, occupying the same 
area as the old Easter Seal 
Center, and will park 217 cars. 

“I think January 1 would be 
a good target date on the use 
of the lot,” White said 
He further explained that 
the date is dependent on 
several factors, including 
rain, cold and the finishing of 
the final plans. 

The original plans were 
redrawn because the 
University stipulation that no 
trees be removed in order to 
build the lot. 

“We moved it (the lot) east 
in order to save the tree,” 
White explained. “There is 
still the same number of 
spaces and square footage.” 

The lot is not expected to he 
completed this year. White 
continued by saying that the 
estimated cost will exceed the 
835,000 that the Parkins 
authority pul aside for work 
on the lot this year 
“At least half of it will be 
graveled this year,” White 
elaborated. He added that the 
lot will be finished next year. 

The lot is designed with an 
entrance directly across the 
street from the University 
Center lot, and an entrance is 
located on the Old Union City 
road. 


"We won’t bid on any 
lighting,” White stated. “But 
at some point in time we will 
light it, to make it a little 
safer.” 

White concluded by stating 
that once the new lot is 
completed, the commuter lot 
at the stadium will only be 
utilized ten per cent.

The Easter Seal Center 
located on the southwest end 
of the campus offers adult 
training for approximately 40 
persons from Obion, Weakley 
and Henry Counties and 
volunteer opportunities for 
UTM students 


The Easter Seal program, 
which recently moved into 
new facilities in the Mental 
Health Complex, has for many 
years recieved support from 
UTM 

Evelyn Blythe, director of 
the Easter Seal Center, said 
that University support began 
with the first Easter Seal 
children's program in 1371. By 
the fall of 1974 ihe public 
schools had taken on the 
Easter Seal children program, 
but UTM involvement in the 
adult Easter Seal Center 
continued 

"The relationship with the 
University has provided a 
training ground for students 
and at the same time offered 
individual instruction to 
clients served at the center," 
Blythe commented. UTM 
students are also presently 
helping with the program 

Blythe said that students 
who help at the center at¬ 
tended an orientation session 
prior to their work. She added 
that any help is appreciated 

" "The only thing we request 
is a prior notification either by 
the professor, the student, or 
an organization prior to ac 
tuall.v coming to do the work, 
so an orientation can te offerd 
and their activity can be 
scheduled so they can get the 
most from Ihe experience," 
Blythe staled 

The Easter Seal Center has 
also received financial aid 
from UTM. 

Various University groups 
have raised money for the 
center and the land on which 
Ihe center’s new facilities 
were constructed was donated 
by the University. 

Blythe said that in 1971 the 
University "literally opened 
their doors" and provided the 
building which housed the 
original center. Many 
departments on campus also 
offered assistance 

"The University received a 
National Easter Seal award 
last year for their outstanding 
contribution,” Blythe com 
mented. "In August Dr. Jack 
Mays, (vice chancellor for 
development), was presented 
a National Easter Seal Award 
for his outstanding service. He 
served as our first chairman 
for our advisory committee.”
